London, Dec. 8.— Joseph Chamber- 
lain writes from Cairo expressing his 
opinion that the Government ought to 
show its readiness to proposo subsidies 
for Gladstone's bills. 

Uiiui I'cmIi'o al Usboii. 

London, Dee. 8.— Doiii Pedro nearly 
fainted on arriving at his hotel, being 
overcome by excitement unci fatigue 
during the day. Ho sunn rallied, how- 
ever. At no time has ho been otherwise 
than cheerful and calm. He would re- 
turn to Brazil only if unmistakoably re- 
quested by tho people. I To has an- 
nounced that he will littond u billing of 
the Portuguese acaileiny to near 
Padre Candid deliver an eulogiiim 
upon the late King Luis. Tlip meeting 
between 1 )< mi Pedro and the Dowager 
Queen was deeply affecting. The Dow- 
ager broke down and wept while talk- 
ing of her lute husband. King Carlos 
presided over a cabinet mooting on Fri- 
day, called to decide upon the manner 
in which Dom Pedro should bo received. 
It was a delicate question how to sup- 
port the monarchical principle without 
offending the provisional government of 
Brazil. Jt was decided to allow the 
steamers und other craft hired by tho 
Brazilian residents to moor about the 
Alageo, the government taking ho offi- 
cial part. The weather was fine and 
thi! Tugus was covered with vessels. 

Hie I'rlnresH Margaret's lletrothiil. 

Berlin, Deri. 8. — The Allgemeine 
Zcitiing states, senii-officiully, that the 
report of a marriage having been ar- 
ranged between u Russian Prince and 
the Princess Margaret of Prussia is 
untrue, and the gossip mongers have 
had a difficult tusk in trying to strike 
the right combination, for the Princess 
Margaret, the positive statement hav- 
ing been made betrothing her at one 
time to a Dutch, then to a Spanish, and 
finally to a Russian Prince. The latter 
rumor has been the only one to elicit a 
denial from high ljuurtora, whereat some 
infer that Emperor William resents 
even a suspicion of any strengthening of 
the ties between Germany and Russia. 

The Queen Congratulates Stanley. 

Zanzibar, Dec, 8— Telegraphic con- 
gratulations have been received by 
Stanley from tjuccii Victoria and the 
Khedive. At divine service to-day mi 
board the man-of-war Turquoise, Stan- 
ley briefly addressed the crew. He de- 
clared his belief that the mantle of Liv- 
ingstone had fallen upon his shoulders. 
His mission had now commenced, and 
to it he would devote the remainder of 
bis life. 

Epidemic of luflueuxn. 

Berlin, Dec. 8.— Many cases ofin- 

flltonza have appeared in Berlin and 
Vienna, and it is feared the St. Peters- 
burg epidemrjo has spread to thoHo 
cities. 

LONfio'S'; ircJ.' .s'.* The' action of the 
Sultan banishing Moussa Bey, after that 
chief had been acquitted according to 
the approved Turkish methods of justice, 
causes much astonishment here. It is 
hinted that the Porte received strong 
representations from the European Gov- 
ernments to the effect that Christendom 
might demand international interference 
if the policy of the outrage upon Chris- 
tians maintained by Moussa Bey and 
endorsed by his acquittal were con- 
tinued. It is not believed, however, 
that the actual condition of the Chris- 
tian's in Armenia w ill be bettered by the 
disgrace of Moussa. Outside opinion 
will bo satisfied for the time being, and 
the outrage will go on under other 
chiefs till matters become so bad as to 
again ohalleucro the attention of the 
civilized world. 

The t'as Workers' Trouble. 

London, Dec. S. — Two thousand gas- 
workers met in the suburbs of London 
to-day, and adopted resolutions em- 
bodying grounds of their demands for 
bet ter compensation, and (Isolating their 
unalterable determination to force a re- 
cognition of their rights. It is con- 
□dentally asserted that the coal-handlers 
will strike in sympathy with the gas- 
workers, if the bitter go out. If c, gen- 
eral strike of gas employes takes place, 
it will cause more trouble to the general 
population of London than any labor 
disturbances that have yet occurred. 

'fHa ill Threaten ed by tho itcdoulii*. 

London, Dec 8. — Egypt is now 
threatened with an incursion by thirty 
thousand Bedouins, who have hitherto 
maintained an inoffensive attitude, The 
cause of the present movement 
refusal of the Egyptian government 
grant certain trivial claims in rega 
hind. Though differing widely fro 
system of land tenure among the na- 
tions which call themselves civilized, the 
customs of Ihi! Bedouins in regard to 
land occupancy are well defined, and 
any infringement upon them is bitterly 



a good many years, und which 
has received the support of all 
classes of /lion. While the army hud 
become tyrannical and insolent, tho 
only meahew checking this dangerous 
tendency was to revive the Garde 
Rationale, which was always a con- 
servative body, and the government re- 
solved to create a regiment at Rio. The 
Republicans bruited about that the gov- 
ernment intended to revive it every- 
where, and to disarm the existing for- 
ces. The military thereupon decided 
to revolt under Fonseca, who is a week 
man, easily managed. At the begin- 
ning tho only cry of the military 
was " Down with the government," 
"Viva labordad," but in the evo- 
ning the, students cried "Viva 
Republican." and the military joined 
in. Regarding the prospect of the re- 
st oration of the Empire, the Count said 
Brazil was too tar from Europe for 
proper steps to be taken. There is also 
lucking a man to bring the army around 
to the side of the Empire. Had the 
Emperor been able to show himself to 
the crowd in the streets they would have 
cheered him and the revolution would 
have collapsed. It is now too late.

On the 
twenty-fourth day of the Brazilian re- 
public the ex-minister of marine, at the 
head of u small body of soldiers and 
marines, tried to suppress what he be- 
lieved to be a revolt of the infantry at 
their barracks, but the marines frater- 
nized with the rebels, who summoned 
the minister to surrender. This he re- 
fused to do point blank, and tried to 
draw his revolver.

General Dc Fonseca and the dis- 
affected troops anticipated that 
the government would move against 
them, and at the bead of regiments of 
cavalry and a battery of artillery he 
surrounded the Santa Anna barracks, 
where the ministers had assembled. The 
troops inside fraternized with those out- 
side, when the barrack gates were 
thrown open and the ministers wit 
nessed Gen. Do Fonsecu's triumphant 
entry and exit saluted by the troops 
With the exception of the foregoing in 
oident this concluded tho business. A 
telegram dated London, Nov. 19, from 
Rothschilds to the finance minister, was 
published in English and Portuguese. 
It expressed Rothschilds' unfeigned sat- 
isfaction that the government would 
strain every nerve to maintain entire 
the vast dominions of Brazil. The Cum 
mercio Dopporto publishes a despatch 
from Rio Janeiro, dated December Gth, 
which states that Scnor Saldana Bar 
hara, minister of finance, bad resigned 
and that he had been replaced.

Since early morning people have been 
pouring in to obtain a last look at the 
dead. All classes are represented in 
the procession by the bier, including a 
number of colored people. Marked 
mourning is general in every place of 
prominence in the city. A noteworthy 
event this morning was a telegram sent 
by Mayor Shakespeare to Secretary of 
War Proctor, officially notifying him of 
the death ot ex -Secretary Davis and the 
date of the funeral. 

COLORS OK THK CONFEDERACY.

Frederick Fairfax, a Southern woman 
by birth, daughter of the late Lieuten- 
ant Cook, of the United States army, is 
an ardent admirer of the late Jefferson 
Davis.

The 
house and the manner of tho arrange- 
ment combined to form the colors of the 
dead confederacy. A number of colored 
people gathered on the Hidewalk oppo- 
site the house thiH morning and loudly 
criticised the action of tho Inmates, but 
went no further.

There the Postoffico is a Bource of rove- 
The Govorninont loses on the tel- 
egraph service which it gives the peo- 
ple, but it makes money on tho carriage 
f letters, newspapers and parcels. The 
Postmaster- General calculates that the 
expenditure in his department this year 
will be some seven millions greater than 
its revenue*, and for the year ending June, 
1891, for which provision must ho made 
during tho present session of Congress, 
the estimated deficit is about the same. 
The deficiency has been growing great- 
In 1887 it was ouly $5,454,017. I" 
1888 it was $5,152,683, and last year 
wo havo seen it was §7,603,856. Tho 
postago rate was lowered last year from 
thrco to two cents, while at the same 
time tho weight of tho letter was 
loubled. This, wo presume; accounts 
for tho large deficit of the present yew. 



The attempts of the Times to get up 
a scare on the Chinese question are 
very amusing. It will have it that the 
Dominion Government contemplates 
repealing tho Restriction Act. Although 
it had no grounds tor raising such a re- 
port, it repeats it again and again, and 
bases article after article on tho as- 
sumption that it is unquestionably true, 
its faith in the gullibility of its readers 
is unbounded. It evidently believes 
that it has ouly to make an assertion 
threo or four times on any subject 
whatever and the whole of its readers, 
without any evidence whatever, will 
take it for gospel truth. 

Nut only does the Times expect its 
readers to give implicit credence to 
every canard it may choose to concoct, 
but it expects thorn to treat as an 
enemy to the common weal any one who 
presumes to treat its alarmist reports 
with the contempt they deserve. We 
have had the audacity lo ask for proof 
of our contemporary's report relative to 
the repeal of the Restriction Act, and 
the only answer has been reproaches 
and accusations.

On the 
Constance Cove question, the Hour duty 
question, and the Ordcr-in-f 'ouncil ques- 
tion, it considered the interests of the 
city and the province subordinate to its 
personal antipathies, and what it re- 
garded as party exigencies. With re- 
spect to tho duty on mining machinery, 
wo do not at this moment remember 
that it has made any pronouncement, 
If it dislikes any ono who is advocating

THE U. S. TOST OFFICE. 



The United .States post office ia, from 
whatever aspect it is viewed, an im- 
mense institution. Tlio work it has to 
do is literally stupendous in amount. 
To carry und distribute the letters and 
newspapers for sixty-live millions of in 
telligent people over an Immense area of 
territory requires a greut and an 
ceedingly complicated organization, and 
an immense force of men and women. 
Tho Postniuster-General of the United 
States is at the head of the largest 
business concern in the world. It con- 
sists of a great central establishment 
with almost 60,000 branches, and em- 
ploying over 150,000 people. " Its 
agents," says the Postmaster-General's 
report, "embrace one-half the civil lint. 
It maintains communication between 
the near and the remote places of tho 
country with frequency, celerity, and 
security. The number and value of the 
messages me such that the imagination 
can scarcely form a conception of them. 
The capital in use in carrying on this 
vast business was, last year, one dollar 
to each man, woman and child in the 
United States." 

It is impossible to gain by figures an 
adequate idea of the quantity of mail 
matter thai passes through the United 
States Postoflice, yet figures arealmost the 
only means there is of giving the general 
reader the information he wishes to ob- 
tain.

A MORTALLY WOUNDED SCOUT MAN- 
AGED TO KILL NINE INDIANS. 



Be Know Hie Rod Man's Kriiknoi* ami 
Prepared for It — A Startling Tale of A«I- 
rentim. In the Dangerous A purlin Gaun- 
try— The Messenger*! Story. 

Prom Fort Abraham Lincoln to Port 
Sully, both on the upper Missouri rivor la a 
bee lino of ICO miles, but tho distance 'an a 
rider boa to inuko it is fully 300 miles, it' la 
on record that the first dispatch passing be- 
tween those posts was carriud in my pqOcit 
and that at a time when host'lie Indians k| 
most besfoggd both forts. It was on this 
ride, and about forty miles above Sully, that 
u strange Incident occurred. From Fort 
Union to Yankton, a distance of W)0 miles, 
the Missouri runs along a chain of moun 
tains on the east, while on the west there is 
scarcely a hill to be found. VVhilo the route 
down the eu|t bank is naturally more dim 
cult, it is also more sheltered, and that; is the 
route 1 icKik on the occasion roferred to 
While there were plenty of Indians in the 
mountains and in the - mountain valleys, 
there were none of them on the plains, and 
my journey was considered such a forlorn 
hope that wafers were made at Fort Lincoln 
that I would never be heard of again. 

All.NBH JOHNSON'S MULE. 
I had a mustang which had traveled over 
moro of the country than any man living, 
and in all matters pertaining to frontier life 
be was as well posted us four men out or five. 
Armed with a Winchester and revolver, and 
rather proud to be the one selected out of 
live scouts to make the trip, I loft Fort Lin 
coin just at dusk one evening in July and 
proceeded five miles down the river before 
crossing over. A reconnaissance in force a 
day or two before had driven the hostilos 
back, hut 1 might count on finding them 
within seven or eight miles. I had scarcely 
forded the river when a mule, which had evi- 
dently been in hiding in a thicket near by, 
came forward with a low whinny, and ap- 
peared greatly pleased to see US. 

A brief inspection proved that lie belonged 
to a scout named Abuer Johnson, who had 
been dispatched from Fort Lincoln to Fort 
Ransome, 150 miles to the east, ten or twelve 
days before. The saddle was in place, 
blanket, coffeo pot, and other articles secured 
as usual, and the bridle was intact. I was 
Satisfied that Johnson bad been shot from 
the saddle. Nothing could have induced the 
mule to run away from him while alive. 
The animal, as 1 figured it, was making lor 
the fort, and was about lording the stream 
when the noise of our passage alarmed him, 
and he hid himself to see whether it wa: 
friend or enemy 1 sought to drive him into 
the water and on Ins way, but he was deter 
mined to accompany me, and, after finding 
Aim obstinate, I slipped the iron bit out. of 
his mouth, that he might snatch at the grass, 
and rode off, with him a close follower. 

1 did not intend to travel far that night, 
the main object being to get beyond the hos- 
tile lines and take an early stm t next morn 
ing. Up to tin' timeof crossing the river my 
mustang's root had been muffled with oal 
sacks, so that he could leave no trail. There 
had been no rain lor t wo or throe weeks, and 
no living Indian could have traced me. 
Once across the stream I removed the bags 
1 should leave a plain trail, but must there 
after trust, to luck and my own sagacity. It 
was a starlight night, and as I rode forward 
I routed up a deer or other wild game every 
fifty yards This Batislletl mo that no Indian; 
were near, and 1 continued my ride uut 
midnight. By this tune I was at least twenty 
miles below t he fort, and I went into cam] 
to wait for daylight Going into camp con 
; the two animals, rolling 
t and plumping down at 
a wood. 1 was asleep in

A IIMitl OLD TI.Mi: 

The animals were close at hand, ami each 
bad his nose in t in.- air and was scenting like 
a dog. I was hardly on ray feet before 1 
studied lire. There was a light breeze blowing 
up the valley, and the camp lire was below 
me, or in the direction 1 proposed to go. I 
moved into tho belt of timber and began tq 
crawl forward for an observation, and after 
going about a quarter of a mile 1 saw the 
smoke I waited five minutes before advanc- 
ing nearer, but seeing no movement I crept 
forward. I saw the body of a white man ly- 
ing on the ground under the trees. I knew 
it was by the dross, and now, thinking 1 had 
come upon a government scout or some whitt 
hunter, I rose up and advanced into tho camp. 
No man ever made a more appalling dis- 
covery. It was the body of Aimer Johnson, 
dead und terribly mutilated, and between 
him and the river, a distance of twenty feet 
lay the dead bodies of nine Indian warriors. 

While a glance sufllced to prove that thev 
were dead, it took me some time to satisfy 
myself ns to the cause. I dually found a stem 
bottle holding about two quarts, which I re 
membered to have seen in Johnson's posses 
slon, It had contained whisky, but was now 
empty. The posture of the bodies was prool 
that every warrior bad died of poison, but 1 
did not know until a month later that John 
son fixed up the dose before leaving Fort 
Ransome on his return.

They had cut Off bir 
left ear, gashed his cheeks, severed three 01 
four toes and inflicted other cruelties, when 
the poison which they had imbibed in thr 
whisky began to work. 

There must have been u high old tine 
among them for half an hour, during which 
interval the prisoner probably bled to death 
Johnson's eyes were wide open, and if • li. 
eyes of the dead can reflect anything hit 
surely reflected exultation: Tho ponies ol 
the Indians were in a grassy dell a quarter of 
a mile away, and each was hobbled. It 
seemed an awful wicked thing to do, but 1 
approached Bach ono in turn and drove my 
knife to his heart. Then 1 gathered up sad 
dies ami blankets and lariats and Hung them 
into the river 1 took tho rifles, tomahawks, 
knives, wampum ami head dresses of tbeillnv 
warriors and made up a load for tho nude, 
and after covering Johnson's body with brush 
and stones to keep it from the vultures i 
went forward on my journey, which wai 
completed without a further incident worth

On Enterprise Keel", Near the Kntriiuce 
to Plumper's i'a-s. 

Word was brought by the steamer 
Princess honiao last ni/jllt that the 
steamship M ichigan had gone ashore on 
Knterprise Heef, three quo r tors of u 
mile from the entrance to Plumper's 
Pass. The Michigan left here for Nan-

At the time the 
Louise passed the tide was at half-ebb 
and falling, therefore it would be hardly 
possible for the steamer to get ulloat 
again until high tide. Enterprise Roof 
is marked by a beacon, and how the 
vessel got on is unexplained. The 
steamer Vosemite, which left tor tho 
Fraser last evening, will probably re- 
main by the Michigan, and the 
Islander, which left for Vancouver at 4 
a. 111., will also render assistance. It is 
thought, the vessel will succeed fu get- 
ting ulloat at high tide to-day.

ISLAND GRANITE CO. 

To THE EDITOR: — For the information 
f t Ko Times, Hlio stutea that a "Fo< 
days ago, while travelling by steatnc 
from Seattle to Whatcom, we met a tu 
with a scow in tow, and the scow was 
loaded with granite. Now, if the Am 
ericons, in preference to employing 1 
steamer having proper facilities fo 
handling large blocks of stone, prefer to 
employ a tug and scow," etc., etc. W 
can assure the Times that the tug was 
the tug Tepic, of Vancouver, and tin 
scow is very well known in British Co 
lunihia, being "Spratt's Ark," the pro 
pet ty of a Burrard Inlet granite com 
pany. The trip took four days or up 
wards, instead of sixteen hours a loadei 
steamer at the most would have done 
The scow, as is well known, is thi 
largest, and now the only one in these 
waters, equipped for handling the busi- 
ness, having steam winch and derricks, 
and large enough to carry a pay- 
ing load. So the reporter need 
not go ami be naturalized. 
Besides, the difficulty comes in that 
though the Nelson Island Granite Co. 
might get the stone into scows, at Seat- 
tle there is not a steam-hoist or derrick 
to unload with, nor docs any scow here 
possess one at present, though all these 
difficulties can be overcome in time. If, 
as is reasonable to expect, business can 
be done in Portland and San Francisco, 
are scows and tugs to do other freight 
iug? Or if an order for 100 tons for 
either of these places can be bad, are 
they to be debarred from doing the trade 
because they have not an order for 1,000 
tons to pay them to especially charter 
an English bottom to carry it when we 
have American lines only to San Fran- 
cisco, going every five days, or pay 
double freight, once from the Island to 
Vancouver, thence to, say, San Fran- 
cisco. Business.

barbette. The peculiar principle of 
the carriage is its recoil-breaking pro- 
perties. By an ingenious mechanism 
he recoil of thu gun is reduced to al- 
most nothing, and without straining or 
jarring the vessel. In a cylinder is 
placed about 17 quarts of pure glycer- 
ine, and the piston being started by the 
oil of the gun forces the glycerine 
through numerous holes punctured in 
the false head of the cylinder, thus 
acting almost like a pneumatic cushion 
and deadening the recoil completely. 
Glycerine is used because it will not 
tiffon with cold as oil docs, and is in 
good condition and ready for use at all 
times. These latest developments of 
the genius of war are manufactured in 
Sir William Armstrong's great gun and 
war material factory at Klswick, Kng- 
luud. The gun shield accompanying 
the cirriuge is so constructed us to af- 
ford protection to the gunners from 
rifle, Nordonfoldt, Eotchkiss and other 
bullets, as also fragments of exploded 
shells, to which such n gun would in- 
evitably be exposed on tlie upper deck.
